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THE OLD QUESTION 




.. When examinations arc the order of llic day at McGillJ ih- 
tferest often arises in the oritieisni of the exaininatiou system 
that persistently appear from one source or another. Tlicse 
PQiut ..out .with htlle difficulty the evils and inconveniences (o 
•tt'liicli examinations give rise,- but the continual use of (he system 
in schools and universities is proof tliat any constructive pro- 
posals they may maintain are not very convincing. 

No doubt, sooner or later, someone will devise a scheme 
whereby ihc need of examinations is done away with to tlic 
satisfaciioii of all concerned. But the latest, attempt ypon the 
old- OTder. -almost entirely destructive in nature, gives little hope 
for a constructive programme in the near future. Nevertheless, 
it should not be ignored in view of the warnings it utters. 

The annual conference of English Public School Headmas- 
ters, held last month in Slirewsbury. unanimously passed a reso- 
aSion. which, while acknowledging the valuable pari played by 
îxaminations. regretted that the importaiicc attached to them 
:endered to hamper freedom and to discourage new experiments 
ur teaching. 

; This illustrates the opinion of many educational leaders of 
5'reat Britain, bm it is old ne^^■^. .Mr. Fletcher, of Charterhouse, 
tdio-made the -moTHin. went straight to the point when he de- 
•-lared that the insutuiion of a common entrance examination 
to the Public Schools of England had caused a deterioration in 
the education of bpys. This was a more serious attack than 
the semi-formal phrasing of his resolution. It is obvious that 
if fbe standard of -scholarship of the boys of a nation is falling, 
^t.^y oe^n years to come a Herculean task to keep the Univer- 
srtaes up to their proper standard. And the influence of the 
Universities is too. strong a bond in national life to contemplate 
As weakening with equanimity. 

This contention of the Charterhouse representative was 
due, it was explained, to the fact that teachers in' the prepara- 
tor%' schools were tempted to teach with the view of geUin^ the 
students through the examinations at any cost. THàti was 
"cramming." Mr. Fletcher continued his arguments by stating 
:hat the evil of examinations v.-as that tliey could test only re- 
sults. But in cducaticr. results did not matter as much as pro- 
cesses. 

The conclusion was that the Public Schools werc'already in 
some danger in regard to higher examinations, and the intro- 
ductions to the Universities of England of. youths scientifically 
"crammed" was no mere figment- of ;the imagination. The con- 
ference accepted Jhe motion unanimously, but opinion- \'aried, 
us it does everywhere, as to the value of examinations, of thé 
consequent cramming, and the methods of relief thereof.
